Tue Hon. E. R. Betteros has placed on 
the notice paper for Monday’s meeting 
of the Legislative Council a long list of 
questions with reference to the new Kowlodn 
territory and the delay in its transfer.

Mr. CuAMBERLAIN is reported to have 

suid in a recent speecn that the sugar 
bounties were abominable, Iu the last 
number of the Spectator to hand there 
is an article lamenting Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
fall from grace in the matter of free trae, 
he having on several accasions during the 
last eighteen months used languige which 
encourages the dangerous delusion of the 
Fair-traders that Free-trade would be all 
very well if it were a gamo that our trade 
rivals would join us in playing at, but that 
when it is one-sided, Free-trade is anything 
but a blessing. The writer of the article 
says it is no doubt true that one-sided Free- 
trade dvea not pay us as well as would 
reciprocal Free-trade, aud that if other 
countries gave up Protection aud adopted 
our fiscal policy we should as a nation 
greatly benefit; but he contends, and with 
ubsolute conviction, that for us the next 
best thing to universal Free-trade is one- 
sided Free-tegde of the kind we now 
enjoy. In that opinion we concur. The 
rticle in question appeared, however, at 
n date anterior to Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
declaration on the sugar bounties, and 
therefore does not touch upon that point. 
The Spectator will probably condemn Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN in this also, but to us it 
appears that the question of the sugar 
bounties stands alone and that action might 
be taken upon it without infringing the 
essential doctrine of free trade. The ad- 
vocates of retaliatory measures against the 
sugar bounties doa not ask for protection in 
the ordinary sense of the term, that is, pro- 
tection against legitimate competition, but 
only that they shall be allowed a fair field 
and not be condemned to compete with 
foreign Government bounties. 

We have heard much of late years 
of the injury done to the West Indian 
colonies by the bounties given by 
Continental States upun the exportation 
of beet sugar, but it ig not the West

whereas on the 31st December, 1898, the 
amount advanced on mortage had fallen to

Hi] holders may therefore look forward to a 
considerable increase in the rent acount, 
and on the whole it would seem an indica- 
tion of good management rather than bad 
that development work should have been so 
extensively carried on concurrently with 
the payment of satislactory dividends to the 
shareholders. Of the two millions of pro- 
perty entirely developed a portion only. 
reached that condition in-1898 so that the 
: accounts did not experience the benefit 
i of a full-year’s earning on that portion. 
The question whether interest should be 
charged on undeveloped properties is entirely 
a question of account; not to charge the in- 
terest is equivalent to writing down values, 
which is generally considered a sound and 
cautious policy, but it would appear to have 
its disadvantages, inasmuch as it lends to 
misapprehension such as that entertained by 
our correspondent. It may be pointed out, 
however, that the policy cuts both ways: if 
- the mon-charging of interest makes the 
Company’s income appear sinaller than it 
.. otherwise would, oo the other hand it goes 
‘to swell the profits when properties are 
realised. Thus a large proportion of the 
$68,952 entered in the last account as “ pro- 
* fit on sale of properties” really represents 
- interest on the money sunk in the proper- 
ties. while in course of development and may 
- to that extent be legitimately trented as 
-permanent and not merely accidental incume. 
To the extent to which such profits represent 
only an “ unearned increment,” however, it 
- would perhaps be prudent, as 5 ygested by 
“-. @ur correspondent, to place them to reserve 
.<fand rather: than to treat them ae earnings 
-available for the payment of dividends, and 
“the directors, we think, might usefully give

In the Police report for 1898 the Captain 
Superintendent tells us that seven Chinese 
metubers of the Force were granted rewards 
by authority of the Governor for intelligence 
and promptness in the discharge of their 
duties; eight fur the courageous manner in 
which they arrested a number of gamblers 
in the stone quarries near Shaukiwan, one 
for arresting under great difficulties a man 
wanted for shooting with intent to do 
grievous bodily harm, another for attempt- 
ing the arrest, and thereby impeding the 
flight till assistance arrived, of three Eu- 
ropean stokers, and another for prompt 
action in extinguishing a fire iu a house on 
his beat. ‘In some of the above eases,” 
stys Mr. May, “ Chinese constablea showed 
“ great courage, in which I may say I have 
“ never found them to fail.” These remarks 
possess some interest in connection with the 
question of the Chinaman’s potential valne 
as a soldier, a point upon which Lord. 
Cuarves BERESFuRD and other high au- 
thorities have expressed very decided 
opinions. Courage is an essential qualifica- 
tion of a good soldier and it would appear 
from Mr. May’s remarks that in that 
respect the Chinese are not’ despicable. 
In regard to discipline, however, the 
report is not so favourable, although 
amenability to discipline is usually con- 
sidered one of the Chinanian’s strong points, 

When compared with the other branches 
of the Force in the matter of reports 


against them the Chinese make a yery | 


unfavourable showing, The strength” of 
the European contingent is given as 112, 
and the number of reports as 41, or 37 per 
cent. ; the Indian strength was 226 and the 
reports 314, or 139 per cent.; while the 
Chinese contingent with a strength of 292 
had 572 reports, or 195 per cent. Mr, May 
says this record is not satisfactory, aud he 
proceeds to explain it in part as follows :—

The Bank would not 
have advanced the money without the signature. 
He did noi think he had ever spoken to the 
person who was standing up in court (defend- 
ant), He had seen him avd knew his face 
quite well, but he could not say whether he-was 
the man who signed the note or not. 

G. W. Playfair, chief manager of the Nation- 
al Bank of China, Limited, said that in regard 
to the promissory note in question he arranged 
the transaction He was well acquainted with 
the old Connt. who was agent for the National 
Bank of China in Macao. He was not personally 
acquainted with Cassum Mooaa at the time. 
The money was for Cassum Moosa's account un- 
der the guarantee of the late Count. The loan 
was not, as stated ty defendant, for the late 
Count on Caseum Moosa’s gnurantee. The sug- 
gestion was utt-rly absurd. Ifthe old Count 
had wanted loan he would have had no diffi- 
culty in obtaining it; as at that time the 
Count was «a very wealthy man. ‘Ihe 
account was closed on the 3lst December, 
1896, the $4,500 being paid and $90.70 interest. 

Viscount Fernandes then gave evidence and 
was cross-examined by Mr. Robinson. He said 
he was sure that his father never was in 
want of money. He had sean letters addressed 
to his father from the New Oriental Bank ask- 
ing for the payment of money. He did not go 
to the Bank on the date of the promissory note 
and introduce Cassum Moossa. He could not 
tell whether his father did so or not.

NO ADVANCE IN THE LONG FIRING 
LINE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Manila, 19th February. 

Fifteen days have now passed since the out- 
break of hostilities on the memorable Saturday 
night of 4th Febrnary and beyond the advances 
made during the first- four days the Americans 
have scarcely changed their position. On the 
south of the long firing line beyond Malate and 
Passay, General Ovenshine’s brigade has pushed 
its outposts some four or five hundred yarde 
into the enemy's country, in the direction of 
old Camp Dewey near Parannque, but here 
hey are entrenched so strongly that a alte 
must be anticipated. On the contrary, if there 
tsha been any advantage gained it lies on the sid 
of the Filipinos. Skirmishing continues night 
and day incersantiy, keeping the troops ever on 
the qui rive, and it is far more wearing on the 
Americans than on the natives. The latter are 
pursuing the old tactics practised on the Span- 
iards;only in a more trained condition. They are 
capable of improving every moment of quiet by 
resting, while a small squad of scattered soldiers 
worries the Americans with occasional shots 
falling into camp, causing everyone a strain 
that is beginning to tell on the men. 

Since the taking of Caloocan the natives 
have retired to Malabon. where the navy could 
sbell them out in short order, but it,has not 
been done. Dozens of English flags: flying 
from the houses, mixed up with a few German 
and Swiss, make that place look for all the 
world like a foreign clony dropped from the 
clouds. Most of the onatives have recently 
withdrawn, leaving only @ small guard plainly 
visible by the glasses, who scatter here and 
thera and throw Mausers and Remingtons into 
the American entrenchm ents beyond Caloocan. 
The.artillery commands the main road to the 
city and the infantry line under the able direc- 
tion of General McArthur is in a position to

Manila, 24th February, 

Wednesday being Washington’s birthday the 
ships fn the harbour were decorated aud at noon 
the national salute was fired. 

Along the outposts and at the camps there 
was practicully no demonstration beyond a few 
cheers, but toward evening the artillery stationed 
in the cometery at Sun Pedro Macate began the 
salute, although in this case there were more 
than blank charges and Filipinos formed the 
targets. With the excepticn of the usual skir- 
mishing, in which two Americaus were killed, 
the day passed quietly enough. About half-past 
seven o'clock in the evening a fire started in the 
Santa Gru district near the city gaol. The 
police, and several. additional companies of sol- 
diers were quickly on the scene, but fresh blazes 
started in half-a-dozen different places and it 
was even that it was the work of incendiaries. 
Though the soldiers and native fire department, 
besides ‘the volunteer brigade, which is com- 
posed of. foreigners, whose work cannot be 
too highly praised, worked nnoceasingly for over 
an hour-it was impossible to check the progress 
of the fire and it simply burned itself out, 
devastating two solid blacks of nipa and stone 
houses. ‘The inhabitants were principally 
Chinamen and natives, who are now homeless 
and penniless. While the fire was in progress 
the police discovered 2 number of native soldiers 
who had managed to slip throught the advanced 
American lines near Caldgcan, ana soon had 
fifteen in custody. 5: 

ANOTHER BLAZE. 

Before nine o'clock fire was discovered about 
half-a-mile from the first in the Tondo dis- 
trict, just across the broad street Calle Iris 
that separates the nearest native suburb from 
the city. As soon as the soldiars arrived shoot- 
ing began and Mausers fell into the city streets, 
gome bullets even reaching the Hotel Oriente 
and La Insular cigar factories. The police were 
several (imes slot at from native houses and 
the roof of buildings within three hundred 
yards of the Escolta, As a result the 
police potted pretty nearly everthing wearing 
white or native clothes, and made a number of 
arrests.

had begun and troops all over the city were 
ordered ont. Heavy guards patrolled all the 
principal streets and sentries were placed near 
tongh localities. No one was allowed to leave 
the houses and a few natives who disregarded 
commands were shot. 

On reaching the Calle Iris the soldiers en- 
gaged a number of Filipinos and bullets kept 
flying across the street in lively style until the 
fire forced the natives back, but the shooting 
still continued through blazing houses and 
along the creeks. A captain of the police was 
shot through the cheek and two privates wounded 
before the fire was reached. 

Tt was useless to attempt to save property 
and as this district has been a notorious hotbed 
of crime, several soldiers crossed over and 
started new fires on the left in the native 
quarters. The old Tondo Cathedral narrowly - 
escaped ruination with the rest, but was saved 
intact. Dozens of people carrying small 
bundles attempted to cross into the American. 
lines, Two hundred men and women, na- 
tives and Chinamen were taken prisoners and 
some thirty-five killed. Suddenly another fire 
started right behind the American outposts in 
the thickly settled Tondo market place, and 
this added its blaze and smoke to the other two; 
all of which kept on burning until next day. 

- BURNED THEIR WAY TO CALOOCAN. 

“Tn the ‘morning Major Gooduh with eight 
~ eompanies started on the march to Caloocan, 


over to the soldiers. 

Americans and foreigners who desire to carry 
concealed weapons must obtain written permits 
from the Provost Marshal. 

Fires still continue breaking out in various 
parts of the city, that is, ontside of the wailed 
town, and the soldiers have been burning out 
the native houses along the city front. but in 
every case they have been kept under control. 

Many of the foreign ladies and wives of 
officers have gone to live on transports or 
merchants ships until the trouble blows over. 
Hundreds of natives proclaiming friendship 
and fearing for their lives have gone to live on 
lighters in the bay. All the river boats and 
cargo lighters have been ordered out of the 
river and are now anchored out near the break 
water. In spite of all these alarming circums- 
tances good order is maintained and if one 
complies with all orders life is safe. 

On the afternoon of the 23rd inst. Marives 
landed from the English and Japanese warsbips 
and went on guard at the banks, and some of 
the latter in the Japanese quarters. 

Aslam writing the boom of artillery and 
the crack of infantry can distinctly be heard. 
It is less than a mile away, but no one appears 
disturbed beyond the natives employed, who 
are in fear of their lives, lest the soldiers come 
in after them. In fact the last three weeks 
have been so exciting that little less than the 
sinking of a battleship will cause surprise. 

During the first few days the people were 
wrought up toa high pitch and the popping of a 
soda water bottle on the Escotla would cause 
them to rush to the window or dodge into dcor- 
ways, but for most citizens the period has blown 
over. There is no use speculating; we just 
wait and accept what the morrow brings forth.

FILIPINO OFFICIAT, ACCOUNTS. 
Hougkong. 27th February, 

We have been asked to publish the following 
cficinl accounts furnished by: the Filipinos at 
Malolos as to how hostilities commenced on the 
evening of Kabruary 4th. We, of course, do not 
hold ourselves responsible in any way for the 
statements contained therein. Indeed enquiries - 
which we have made lead us to believe that most 
of them are exaggerated or notrne. As to the 
alleged shooting of women and children by the 
Americans at Taco, one of our representatives 
called upon a pentleman wlio arrived in Hong- 
kong on Friday Inst, and who had resided 
in the district in question and saw what 
took place there. He said that when the 


was fiiled with Filipinos, any of the latter who 
rushed ont and tried to get away were shot if + 
they did not stop when called upon to do 80; 
but that if they-did os requested they were 
tuken prisoners. He does not credit the stories 
about the shooting of women and children, He 
says they may have got out in this way: He 
knows that some of the Filipinos, to suit their 
own ends, dressed themselves in women’s cloth- . 
ing, and some of thexe may have been shot. 
However, we give the accounts for what they 
are worth :— - 

What we have tried to avoid at all costs has 
at last happened. On tho night of the 4th inst. - 
when we were guite unprepared, General Otis 
having formally ¢ssured our Commissioners in a 
duly drawn up Act, made during the Confer- 
ence, that the aggression would not come from 
Americans, suddenly attacked the whole of our 
lines around Manila. 

Otis has been propagating the news that the 
aggression came frcm our side, but nobody, pot 
even the foreigners, believes it. All tbe Kails 
now couclusively indicate that the attack was 
prepared by the Americans, The day before oe 
several foreigners wished to visit Otis, but be 
would not receive them tecanse he was holding 
acouncil of war. At 6 p.m. on the 4th tho 
river steamer Laguna de Bay got up steam (this ;

“The absence of the leaders in the 2 and 3 
zones obliged our forces to retire from their 
lines after a titanic resistance. Our. troops 
fought heroically, and such was the impulse of 
our men on the 2nd zone (two batallions) that not- 
withstanding the rush of six American regi- 
ments up to Paco we succedeed in forcing their 
lines and occupying this suburb from 7 a.m. to ti 
p.m. on Sunday. when shortage of ammunition 
obliged ts to retire, not without having placed 
hors de combat over 200 Amoricans. 

“Tha same oceurred more or lessin San 
Juan del Monte although resistance was not so 
great there on account of having no General. 

“ As far as the Ist and th zones were con- 
cerned the fight was so bloody, and our troops 
fought with such cuurage, that if we abandoned 
Pasay and Caloocan, it was more for conveni- 
ence than anything else, as these points were 
exposed to the full fire of the American fleet. 

“ As far as our losses are concerned, counting 
those assassinated in Paco aud Santa Ana, 
mostly women, children, cud old men, they 
amount to about 60u killed and wounded, 
amongst which we have to lament Lieut.-Col. 
Torres Buguyon, killed af Loba on 5th, and 
Major Vicente Bautista and several Captains 
and Lieutenants. Those of the enemy are 
evormons, judging from the number of hospitals 
which have been fixed up in Manila. The 
Churches and Convents of Tondo and Binondo. 
San Sebastian, Sampaloc, and others, the Insu- 
lar Cigar Factory, Hotel Oriente, without 
counting the regular hospitals; all are ful. 
Cart louds of dead have been buried in the ald 
moats round the city, in Bagumbayan and other 
placer. 

“These are the people who brag of marching 
at the head of civilization and progress! 
There is no nation so savage which can compete 
with them. Their infamoygs acts (Carolina to 
wit), violation of women. robbery, arson. all the 
basest acts which a beast cau commit are done 
by them.

Not content with money and jewellery 
they rob clothes and even furniture, which they 
have the audacity then to sell to the Chinese 
storekeepers.

A FRENCH VIEW OF THE 
KOWLOON CONCESSION. 


We translate the following from the Hong- 

kong correspondence of the Kcho de Chine :-— 

Appetite increases with that it feeds npon. 
At the beginning of the agitation for the 
Kowloon extension only one thing was wanted, 
the protection of the port by precluding any | 
enemy from taking Mirs Bay and from there 
bombarding Hongkong—a rather chimerical 
fear. To attain this end they have taken 376 
square miles of territory with a population of 
43,000, or in round figures 114 per-square mile. 
It is not a great acquisition, seeing that the 
country consists of mountain ranges, the only 
cultivable ground being a few narrow valleys. 
But it was a porte ouverte ; it was the policy of 
the open door. 

From this acquisition two difficulties na- 
turally arose:—(1) The smuggling of opium 
into :China, and (2) the necessity, which has 
already made itself felt, of a rectification of the 

’ northern frontier. The two questions are to 
be treated together and the English Govern- 
mont,-bon enfant, will undertake the collection 
of the’ opium duty on account of the Chinese 
Government in consideration of the reotifica- 
tion of the frontier. 

This is a beginning, and a good beginning, of 
the march on Canton. The territory ceded last 
year was taken becanse the European Powers 
had obtained concessions in -China. Now this

{HEFT OF JEWELLERY BY 
HOUSE COOLIES. 


Rigs ches 
On Saturday morning two house coolies 


named Chung Wa and Chung Fu were charged 


at the Mayistracy. with stealing jewellery from 
the house of Mr. G. R. Stevens, of Edenhall, 
Lower Richmond Road. Mr. Gedge appeared 


for the prosecution. 


Mrs. Stevens said—First defendant came 
into my employ on the 2érd inst. at 10.80 a.m. 
as house coolie. After about Il a.m.1 did not 
see him. Second defendant entered my service 
on the 19th October as house coolie. I dis- 
charged him on the 2nd inst. at 8.30 a.m. 
Early on the 2nd of February I heard a dog 
in the house growling aud barking. I got up 
and told the dog to lie down. I then heard a 
venetian shut. I called my two sons. ‘lhey went 
downstairs and I followed. I found a pane of 
glass in the sitting room window cut out. The 
venetian door was wideopeu. The back entrance 
to the hall was also open. ‘The window coald 
not be opened from the outside, as the typhoon 
bars were up. I then discharged second defen- 
dant. I was without a house coohe until the 
28rd inst. On that day first defendant applied 
for the place. I went down with my husband, 
who had been unwell, to the drawing room. I 
sat with him tilll pm. On the nigbt of the 22ud 
inst. 1 took my rings off my fingers on going to 
bed. I placed them on the ring stand as usual. 
There were five rings. The rings produced are 
the same, I estimate their value at over $800. 
On the 23rd inst. I forgot to put on my rings. 
They were still on the ring stand when I went 
downstairs with my husband. Atabout 1.40 p.m. 
the buy asked me about the rings. | went up- 
atairs into my bedroom and found the rings miss- 
ing. Lalso discovered that my daughter's bangle 
had been taken, The bangle was kept ina small 
box on my danghter’s dressing table. The bangle 
produced is the one. It is worth $34, Ou the 
evening of the 2ith inst. about 6 o'clock, I went 
to my mother's bed-room, and found missing a 
silver box, a silver spectacle case, and a pair of 
gold spectacles. I value these article at about 
$35 The Police Sergeant brought all the ubove- 
meutioned articles to my honse to Jet me look 
atthem The handkerchief marked “G.R.8.” 
was also brought. Wheu the boy came to ask 
me about the rings he told me the coolie was 
missing. . 

The No. | boy in the employ of Mr. Stevene, 
said that on the 23rd inst. be was told to show 
first defendant his work, and he took him into 
the. bed-room. At about one o'clock first 
defendant came down-stairs holding a dust-bin 


in his hand. He asked where he should put. 


the rubbish and witness replied “ over 
there.” He did not see first defendant after 
that and on going upstairs and seeing that the 
rings ware gone he told his mistress. 

Other evidence was given—by Chief Detective 
Inspector Hanson and others—as to the articles 
in question being found in possession of defen- 
danta, who were discovered in a house in Centre 
‘Street. :

There is less excase iu this respect for such 
towns as are contignons to the sea, and I have 
very littledonbt that in eurs to come these 
towns will vaine their potable water far too 
highly to pour it into thair clogats, and that a 
separate service of sea- water, which can be h «| 
for the pumping, will be n‘iliséd for all saci: 
purposes. For a town on the sea coast to pay 
large sums annually for the careful collection 


_ of frésh water from sources uncontaminated by 


sewage, the still more careful filtering of this 
water throngh immense filter beds, which are 
renewed at frequent intervals, and for its sub- 
sequent conveyance in closed conduits for several 
miles, only to discharge it into foul sewers, ix to 
my mind’a most strange policy, and { firmly 
believe that were any sea coust town to under- 
take to supply all water cluseted honse<, public 
urinals, &o, with sea water for flushing purposes, 
it would prove a sound ‘fnancial undertasinov.

‘The trath is 
that whether East or West, if you only scratch 
skindeep you will find the savage, which is ever 
ready to break forth. But so far as China goer, 
we have it upon uo less an authority than the 
gifted author of ‘Chinese Characteristics ” 
that “ Human life is safer in a Chinese city 
than in an American city; safer in Peking 
than in New York. We believe it to be safer 
for a foreigner to traverse the interior of China 
than for a Chinaman to traverse the interior of 
the United States."—I am.

In a leading article in the Daily . Press 
of the 24th Iebruary reference was: mide 
to. the opinions attributed to Dr. Man. 
son_on the subject of the acclimatisation 
of Europeans in the tropics and the contrast - 
between those opinions ‘and the views held by 
Dr. Manson when he was in Hongkong. - We 
are indebted to o correspondent for a copy! of 
the Geographicul Journal for. Decemb r, 
containing a full report of Dr. Sumbon's 
paper read before the Royal Geographical 
Society and the discussion which followed.
